American Embassy Sends 
Staff Member to Aid in 
Securing Release of Kid- 
naped Consular Agent. 


Washington, October 22.—William 
Cc. Jenkins, American consular 
agent at Puebla, Meico, was kid- 
naped by three masked bandits last 
Friday and is being held for $150,- 
900 ransom, the state department 
was advised today. 

The American embassy on in- 
quiry has been informed by the 
Mexican foreign office that the gov- 
ernment would take all possible 
steps to effect the liberation of 
Jenkins. The American embassy 
has been authorized to detail a 
“member of its staff to Puebla to 
assist in obtaining the agent’s re- 
jease, 

The dspatch received by the de- 
partment quotes the Mexico City 
newspaper, Excelsior, as reporting 
that the bandits entered a factory 
owned by Jenkins. gagged and tied 
the watchman, forced the safe and 
robbed it of 60,000 pesos and then 
took Jenkins away with them. The 
bandits are reported to have told 
Mrs, Jenkins that they were rebels 
and would hold .her husband for 
300,000 pesos ransom. 
that Jenkins would not be harmed 
if there was no attempt to pursue 
the abductors. An American busi- 
neSs associate of Jenkins has con- 
tirmed the newspaper story. 


E.R. GUNBY KILLED 
BY FALL AT TAMPA 


Accidental Plunge Down 
Stairs at Night Is Fatal 
to Prominent Resident 
of Atlanta. 


Edward R. Gunby, formerly a res- 
ident of Tampa, Fla., and for the 
past several years a resident of At- 
lanta, died Tuesday night in Tampa 
while a guest at the home of T. C. 
Taliaferro, a prominent citizen of 
that place and a@life-long friend. 

During the night Mr. Mtunby mis- 
took a door at the head ~~ back 
stairway for the bathroom oor ad- 
joining, and evidently fell head- 
long to the foot of the stairs, where 
his body was found early Wednes- 
day morning. 

His death was apparently instan- 
taneous, no one in the house hav- 
ing heard the fall or any cry. 

Mr. Gunby was 62 years of age 
and was for many years a promi- 
nent citizen of Florida. He was 
city_attorney of Tampa for several 
ter was United States collector 
of t port of Tampa, and had just 
com ted a term as president of 
the Florida Bar association before 
removing to Atlanta. 

Having business interests in Tam- 
pa he made several trips a year 
there and left here in the best of 
health less than a week ago on one 
of these trips. 

He was held in high esteem wher- 
ever known and made many friends 
in Atlanta after his location here. 

Mr. Gunby married Miss Nellie 
Howell, daughter of the late Clark 
Howell, Sr., twelve years ago. He 
leaves his widow and four daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Louis Neilson, of Paris, 
France, and Miss Dorothy Gunby, 
“by a former marriage, the two 
young daughters being Rosalie and 


Gardner, and two brothers, A. B. 
Gunby of Boston and D. K. Gunby 
of Florida. 

Mr. Gunby was a native of Cris- 
field, Md., serving while a young 
man in the Maryland legislature, 
after which he moved to Florida to 
engage in the practice of law, lo- 
cating first in Orlando and then 
making his home in Tampa. He was 
prominently identified with the 
growth of Tampa and was a ltead- 
er in all matters tnvolving the de- 
velopment enterprises and the so- 
cial activities of the city for near- 
ly a quarter of a century.

Washington, October 22.—Reopen- 
ing its consideration of the peace 
treaty, the senate foreign relations 
committee today adopted 10 revised 
reservations, including a provision 
that the senate qualifications must 
be accepted by three of the other 
great powers before the treaty ratli- 
fication becomes effective. 

Among them was a new proposal 
which administration senators de- 
clared would break down the eco- 
nomic boycott feature of the league 
of nations covenant, and a reser- 
vation of Article X differing only 
in the transposition of one phrase 
from that which President Wilson 
has announced he would treat as 
& rejection of the treaty. 

The 10 reservations were part of 
a list presented by Chairman Lodge 
and declared by the republican 
leaders to represent a compromise 
behind which a majority of the sen- 
ate is pledged to stand. The ad- 
ministration members of the com- 
mittee, headed by Democratic Lead- 
er Hitchcock, tried in vain to se- 
cure modification of the majority 
proposals and then voted solidly 
against all of them. 

Substitutes Offered. 

Showing for the first time, how- 
ever, a willingness to include reser- 
vations of an interpretative charac- 
ter in the ratification resolution, 
Senator Hitchcok and his colleagues 
offered substitutes for several of 
the reservations presented, but not 
a single substitution or change was 
made at their suggestion. 

The 10 subjects covered by the 
reservations were: 

Withdrawal from league member- 
ship; Article X; the right of con- 
gress to authorize mandates; na- 
tional supremacy over domestic 
questions; the Monroe ddctrine;: 
Shantung; limitations on the repa- 
rations commission; the power of 
congress to determine contributions 
to league expenses; the right to 
increase armament in certain cir- 
cumstances; and the right to con- 
tinue trade with a covenant break- 
ing state.

In the vote on every one of these 
reservations, Senator McCumber, 
republican, North Dakota, who had 
stood with the “mild reservation- 
ists,” against all previous commit- 
tee proposals, voted with the ma- 
jority. In every case, too, Senator 
Shields, democrat, of Tennessee, 
voted with the republicans, the 
count on all important roll calls 
relating to the reservations stand- 
ing 11 to 6. 

On the provision requiring the as- 
sent of other powers, however, 
which was contained in a preamble 
to the reservation group, Senator 
McCumber joined the six democrats 
in opposition. It was said that part 
of the program, together with some 
additional reservations to be taken 
up later, had failed to secure the 
support of all of the “mild” repub- 
licans. The leaders, however, as- 
serted they had the votes pledged 
to carry all of their proposals 
through the senate. 

This feature of the majority plan 
aroused particular opposition among 
the democrats who have stood de- 
terminedly against any qualification 
that would require reopening of ne- 
gotiations. The administration 
forces also objected strenuously to 
the article 10 reservation, and to the 
one permitting trade between the 
nationals of the United States ana 
the nationals of. a covenant-break- 
ing state. That privilege, they as- 
serted, would upset the plan for the 
automatic boycott which league ad- 


vocates have declared would be sub- 
stituted in many. cases for war.

Washington, October 22.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today warned the na- 
tional industrial conference it must 
find some common ground of agree- 
ment, in a letter read to the confer: 
ence by Secretary Lane. 

The president's message follédws: 
“To the ladies and gentlemen 
of the industrial conference: 

“I am advised by your chair- 
man that you have come to a 
situation which appears’ to 
threaten the life of your con- 
ference, and because of that I 
am presuming to address a 
word of solemn appeal to you 
as Americans. It is not for me 
to assess the blame for the 
present condition. I do not 
speak ina spirit of criticism of 
any individual or of any group. 
But having called this confer- 
ence I feel that’. my temporary 
indisposition should . not. bar 
the way to a frank expression 
of the seriousness of the posi- 
tion in which this country will 
be placed should you adjourn 
without having convinced the 
American people that you have 
exhausted your resoucefulness, 
and your patience in an effort 


to come to some common agree- 
ment. 


“At a time when the nations 


of the world are endeavoring to 
find a way of avoiding inter- 
national war, are we to con- 
fess that there is no method to 
be found for carrying on indus- 
tryY except in the spirit and 
with the very method of war? 
Must suspicion and hatred and 
force rule us in civil life? Are 
our industrial leaders and our 
industrial workers to live to- 
gether without faith in each 
other, constantly struggling for 
advantage over each other; do- 
ing naught but what is com- 
pelled? 
“Intolerable Outlook.” 

“My friends, this would be 
an intolerable outlook, a pros- 
pect unworthy of the large 
things done by this people in 
the mastering of this continent 
—indeed, it would be an invita- 
tion to national disaster. From 
such a possibility my mind 
turns away. for my confidence 
is abiding that in this land we 
have learned how to accept the 
general judgment upon matters

Albany, N. Y., October 22.—Gover- 
nor Smith launched a violent attack 
against William Randolph Hearst 
and the Hearst newspapers today. 
The assault was in the form of a 
prepared statement, in which the 
executive charged the publisher 
with deliberately misrepresenting 
facts in order to injure the gover- 
nor, declared that the Hearst pa- 
pers “should be kept out of decent 
houses,” and expressed his willing- 
ness to rest his case in the good 
judgment of the citizens of the 
state.

10 WAGE INCREASE 


Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son Offers Plan Which 
Miners Are Not Expects 
ed to Accept—Formal 
Answer Thursday. 


Washington, October 22.—While 
committees representing miners and 
operators, meeting in a final ef- 
fort to avert the strike of half a 
million soft coal miners set for 
November 1, were on the verge to- 
night of parting company for good, 
Secretary of Labor Wilson held 
them together overnight at least, 
with a wage increase proposal that 
ignored union demands for a thir- 
ty-hour week. 

There was every assurance that 
the operators would accept it and 
every indication that it would be 
rejected bodily by the miners. 

When the joint conference ad- 
journed until 2 o’clock tomorrow 


afternoon it was with the under- 
standing that the two groups would 
meet then and make formal answer 


to the proposal, after separate con- 
sideration. Refusal of the miners 
'to accept will bring the conference 
to a close and force government of- 
ficials to resort to other means 10 
prevent the closing of the mines 
with the first approach of w! inter. 

Wilson’s Offer. 

Secretary. Wilson's offer, which 
prevented actual disruption of the 
| proceedings, set forth the case as 
rollows: 

“That wages be increased at the 
expiration of the present contract 
in anh amount equal to the differ- 
ence between increases in wages 
received by mine workers since 
July, 1914, and the increase in the 
cost of living since that date. 

“That the increase be effective 
from the termination of the pres- 
ent agreement until March 31, 1920. 

“That on these conditions the 
strike order be withdrawn and that 
the miners continue at work on 
these terms; that negotiations be 
entered into at the usual time for 
makipg the new scale effective ait- 
er March 31, 1920.” 

Brusque Query. 

The silence that prevailed during 
the reading of the terms on whicn 
Mr. Wilson hoped to settie the 
strike was broken by a qucik de- 
ménd from John L, Lewis, pres}- 
dent of the United Mine Workers of 
America, that the secretary explain 
what he meant in the opening para- 
graph of his statement concerning 
“expiration of the present con- 
tract.’ 


The secretary, bearing in mind 
that this was one of the principal 
issues in dispute, said it would be 
a matter for negotiation.

EUROPE’S CHICANERY 
IN THE NEAR-EAST 


Turks Are Now Succeed-| 
ed in Syria by British, 
Zionists, French and 
Feisal—Where Do Syri- 
ans Come In?

Constantinople, October 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—What is about to happen to| 
the entente cordiale? 

This European. brotherhood in|} 
arms has lasted out the war, but 
will it last out the peace? 

The necessity of a firm interna- 
tional understanding, at least, until 
Germany pays her bills, is obvious. 
For the time being, England, France 
and Italy are compelled to stand 
Strongly together to enforce the 
peace treaty. 

But already, even before the treaty 
with Turkey isdrawn, up, England 
and France are snapping and snarl- 
ing over Syria. Doubtless the quar- 
rel will be patched up before it be- 
comes an open rupture, but in the 
meantime, Americans may draw 
their own moral. Some day the 


chancellors of Europe may learn to 
found an entente upon common de- 


cency. Until they do, the present 
so-called entente cordiale, founded 
upon international chicanery, will 
doubtless continue to squabble over 
the dividing up of the loot. 

The present growling over Syria 
forms a typical sidelight on the 
present entente. It is of added in- 
terest because the southern portion 
of Syria, Palestine, makes its own 
appeal to the hearts of Christendom. 

Syria, before the war, was a part 
of the Ottoman empire. There were 
no Turks in it, outside of Turkish 
government officials, and the native 
Arab ponpnmlation only countenanced 
their presence because there were | 
not enough arms in Syria to put an 
endtothem. Syria has gained free- 
dom from Turkish government as 
the result of the war, but whether 
she has jumped out of the frying- 
pan into the fire, remains to be 
seen.

They were the rem- 
nant of what had once been pro- 
jected as a British-French-American 
commission. The French had inti- 
mated at Paris du ing the organ- 
ization of the commission that the 
commission would, of course, visit 
Egypt; the British put Egypt out 
of bounds to the commission at 
once; and eventually both Britain 
and Irance refused to participate 
in an endeavor to ascertain the true 
wishes of the Syrians. 

The Americans in a six weeks’ tour 
of Syria, during which they visited 
scores of towns and hundreds of vil- 
lages, found that preference for an 
mandate was universal, 
in the Lebanon. Out of

They insist, however, on the re- 
tention of Palestine as an integral 
part of Syria. Geographically and 
ethnographically, they are quite 
correct in this point. The boundary 
line between Palestine and the rest 
of Syria has always been a purely 
artificial one. The notion, extant 
in Europe and America, that the 
term Syria excludes Palestine is an 
understandable error arising from 
the evlusive'§ interest Christians 
have in the Holy Land and from 
the psychological association of 
the separateness of its map with its 
separateness as a country.

Syrian sentiment in the matter of 
the British is more moderate. The 
Syrians are under no disillusion- 
ment with respect to Britain’s am- 
bitions. They know tnaat a British 
mandate in Syria is equivalent to 
handing over the country to the 
British. They know that the Brit- 
ish once established in Svria would 
never leave. They respect the Brit- 
ish, but they res pect them for what 
their long record among backward 
peoples shows them to be. They re- 
sent, far more than they resent the 
British, the Zionist project which 
the British have wished onto them 
in Palestine without consulting 
them. They are as opposed to the 
Zionists as they are to the French. 
To them the Zionist movement is 
an immediate threat against their 
homes in Palestine. There are not 
large portions of Palestine which 
are now arable. These portions at 
present are settled by Syrian farm- 
ers. They know that these por- 
tions would be coveted for Jewish 
farmers if the Zionist project is 
realized, and the result is that they 
would be bought out. Their deter- 
mination to oppose the Zionist proj- 
ect is easily understandable. Great 
as is the wrong which the disper- 
sion has inflicted upon the Jewish 
people, the Zionist project would 
only right it by committing another 
Wrong upon the native population. 

What is the solution of the Syrian 
question? 

In view of the overwhelming 
preference of the Syrian natives and 
in view of the Anglo-French declar- 
ations of 1916 and 1918S, it would 
seem that the only possible solution 
is an American mandate. This is 
the more to be wished, for the effect 
it would ultimately have on the en- 
tente cordiale. It is widely doubted 
in Europe at present whether the 
United States could refrain in the 
administration of a benevolent man- 
date from playing the old game 
which just now is threatening the 
disruption of the entente cordiale 
in Syria. It is sincerely doubted 
whether there can be any basis for 
international understandings beside 
the present basis of thievery and 
chicanery. 

If European diplomacy {is ever to 
be put upon a more decent basis 
than it no wexists upon, it is the 
United States which will show the 
way. No greater opportunity is of- 
fered the United States for showins 
the wavy than this opportunity of 
developing a strong autonomou:

Arabs had picked off the _ section | 
north of Palestine. 

What happened? 

Useless Concessions. 
Frenc and Arab claims | 
came into immediate conflict. The 

French had been temporarily | 
awarded the coast north of Pales- 

tine, and Ieisal had been tempo- 

rarily awarded the hinterland north | 
of Palestine. But of what use is | 
the coast without the hinterland: | 
And of what use is the hinterianad 
without access to the sea? Of what 
use is Beirut to the French unless 
they can have Damascus? And of 
what use is Damascus to _.§ Feisal 
unless he can have Beirut? Ac- 
cordingly, a situation has been pro- 
duced in which Feisal is at swords’ 
points with the French, the French 
are at swords’ points with Feisal, 
and both of them are at swords’ 
points with the British.

armies.

INSUFFICIENT FOOD 


Only Fifty Per Cent of 
People of United States 
Get Enough Nourish- 
ment, According to Data 
Recently Compiled by 
Government Bureau.

per cent of the persons in the 
United States are undernourished 
and an additional 30 per cent do not 
met sufficient food, according to 
the figures established by the- de- 
partment of labor bureau of statis- 
ties which has just completed an 
investigation of the family budgets 
in 1,500 cases. 

Scientists have developed the fact 
that it takes 3,500 calories of food 
to feed the normal man and Keep 
him in good health and a state of 
efficiency. According to the de- 
partment of labor report, a dietary 
analysis in the case of 9823 families 
selected at random in 11 represen- 
tative cities, “21.2 per cent pur- 
chase less than 2,500 calories of 
food per man per day; 49 per cent 
lesg than 3,000 calories, and 74.5 
per cent less than 3,500 calories. 

20 Per cent Underfed, 

Allowing for considerable varia- 
tion from the recognized standard of 
3,500 calories purchased per man per 
day, these figures point to the fact 
that approximately 20 per cent vf 
the families are purchasing food 
entirely insufficient for the main- 
tenance of health, 30 per cent are 
on the border line between suffi- 
cient and insufficient nourishment; 
and 50 per cent are in all probabil- 
ity well nourished. 

“A study of the total yearly in- 
come in relation to the food budget 
also bears out these conclusions: 
44.6 per cent of the total number of 
wite familie included in the inves- 
tigation were receiving annual in- 
comes of $1,500 or more, and were 
probably getting an adequate and 
reasonably balanced diet; 22.7 per 
cent of the families were receiving 
annual incomes of less than $1,200, 
which is wholly inadequate to per- 
mit of the purchase of sufficient 
food for a family of average size, 
leaving 32.7 per cent of the fami- 


lies in the income group of $1,200 
to $1,500, where the food necessary 
for an average family would be 
subject to serious curtailment.” 
The investigation also revealed 
that the clothing which many of 
the persons in the United States 
are able to buy is below the line 
making for health and decency, 
and it brings out the rather sur- 
prising fact that the husbands

Husbands Spend Most. 

“A careful study of the clothing 
budgets of 641 families having chil- 
dren under 15 years of age, and 
living in northern cities,” says the 
report, “shows an average yearly 
expenditure of $68.33 for the cloth- 
ing of the husband, and $55.75 for 
the wife. In sduthern cities, the 
average for 207 families, similarly 
chosen, shows $75.59 for the hus- 
band and $62.08 for the wife. While 
the clothes purchased for these 
sums may be sufficient to keep the 
wearers warm, it is certain that 
decency and health can not be main- 
tained on such a small outlay for 
clothing. 

“Judged by the standard that 
overcrowding begins when there is 
more than one person per room, a 
considerable proportion of the fami- 
lies included in this investigation 
must be classed as overcrowded. A 
study has been made of 2,455 fami- 
lies living in rented houses in 24 
different cities. Fifty per cent of 
these had less than one room per 
person, 17 per cent had less than 
0.7 of a room per person, and 3 per 
0.5 of a room per 
person. Very little information was 
gathered which will give conclu- 
sions as to housing conditions from 
a sanitary standpoint. In New 
Orleans, however, 31 per cent of the 
147 white families included in the 
investigation, lived in houses with 
bathrooms, and 90 per cent of the 


102 colored families.”

McGraw has 
captured five National league pen- 
nants, Jennings has three American 
league championships to his credit, 
and Gleason and Robinson one each. 
It would seem on the face of such

Have Succeeded Once, 

But out of ten efforts, the four 
Orioles have succeeded only once 
in capturing a world’s champion- 
ship.
